Columbus, O., Feb. 14.— The morn- 
iBf teMion of the taouM waa occupied 
In consldoring the Saffln bill to abol- 
ish contract convict labor In all the 
penal and currectionary Inatltutlooe 
and workbooMi in the state. 

Mr. Saffln of Hamilton, one of ti.o 
labor members of the house, who iu- 
trodnccd the bill, opened the argument 
by a plain statement of tacts In favor 
of the bill. 

itir. Poliicek of Stark made a con- 
vincing argument In favor of the bill, 
as did Mr. Davis of Cuyahog^, while 
Mr. Hauer of Madison add^d Ills Voice 
to Mr. Raiilxiii r,: r^rr-ctte in opposi- 
tion. Further debate, upon the bill 
was cut oft by the demand tor the pri: 
vloiis question, and the bill came to a 
vote. It pa;.sed by a vote of 65 yeas 
to 89 nart. 

The bill provides thnt tt codmi-^nion 
of three per.sons shall be appointed l.y 
the governor to dispose of all machin- 
ery and equipment of institutions now 
used in the manufacture of artlol 
that compete with free labor; that 
prisoners shall be eir.ployed In the 
manufacture only of Huch articles a:; 
are used by the state in public Insti- 
tutions and public offices, and provides 
that all such products of convict i iiov 
shall be conspicuously branded. 

On motion of Mr. Snyder of Stark 
the house, by a vote of 49 yeas to 31) 
nays, voted to reconsider the Scesc 
normal school bill, wblch failed in the 
house by four votes l&st Thursday. On 
motion of Mr. Sharp of Fairfield the 
bill was recommitted to the commit- 
tee dn common schools. It will be re- 
ported back to the house within a 
lew days and a desperate effort will 
be made to pass it when It comes to 
a vote again. 

Other bills introduced: To create 
the office of salt inspector at a fee of 
one-half cent per barrel; providing for 
the appropriation of $500,000 in bond.s 
and $500,000 in debt certificates, pay- 
able m 1904 and x905, for the Ohio 
centennial; to create the ofHcc of but 
one oil inspector at $1,500 per year; 
to limit ^street car franchises to 25 
years: providing that where insurance 
undcrwri^s combine to fix the rate of 
pren.iu^ the Same shall be considered 
rust. 

Members of the house are being 

flooded with letters from laboring men 
favoring the adoption of the Ross joint 
resoliitKin to submit to the voters the 
proposition to amend the constitution 
to provide for the initiative and refer- 
endum relative to legislation! Unless 
the judiciary committee, to which the 
resolution was referred, makes a re- 
port on the resolution pretty soon Mr. 
Ross will endeavor to haVe the resolu- 
tion taken from the committee. 

Semite Procecdliijis. 

In the senate a lb, oil of bills flowed 
Intq the hopper, as follows: 

Providing that inmates of all state 
penal and l^enevolent Institutions shall 
be clothed at the expense of the coun- 
ty from which they were sent; to pre- 
Twit official Btenpgraphfers from 
"fiirniing" out their work; authorizing 
the trustees of Marlon township, Cler- 
mout county, to establish a cemetery 
fund; fixing the compensation of mem- 
bers at cdUdty boArds 9f equalisation 
permanently^ A' $8 iter dlMh' and 12 
cents per mile mileage. 

Qfnator Cohen introduce<l three 
bUll,' M' aimed at seers, astrologlsts, 
palmists and clairvoyants. Without 
interfering with licenses to such per^ 
sons now^ in force it repeals all laws 
authorizing such Uccntes; and makes 
it a ''misdemeanor for any person not a 
sttl^tuAllst medium recognised by the 
SVirttuallSts themselves to pnietloe 
profesBlonally spiritualism. 

Senator Sheppard introduced a bill 
providllig M 4 rliippblntment of real 
property every five years, instead of 
10 yiMM; iffl td^. It alio provides for 
a state board of equalization of 21 
members, to be elected by congrcs- 
Bltii^ dlttllots. It «la6 4dds oil to the 
list of mineral wealth to be taken Into 
consideration of the tax value of land. 

Without opposition Senator Cohen's 
bill Increasing the 8alai7 of the lieu- 
tenant governor frq>li $800 to' $1,500, 
and the salaries of the supHime Judges 
from $4,000 to $C,000, passed the sen- 
ate. 

Other bills passed: . Increaelng the 
Bnm that may be paid for tbii^ burial 



of indigent soldiers from $36 to $60; 
to enable hotelkeepers to realise their 
claims on effects of guests who fall 
to pay their bills; providing that cred- 
its ipay be listed at their real instead 
of their fftco value; authorizing the In- 
corporation of aanitiilrTiliil compattleii 
incr^iiit^il t!he cdmpenliiitldii Of the 
second dssis'fflnt pi^seCttloi^ of Frank- 
lld county froni $1,200 to $1,500. 

Other measures introduced: Pro- 
iTldlat for the establistthleAt of an 
Ohio hospital for inebriates and dipso- 
maniacs; to r<;-organIze the state 
board of pardons; to i)revent the em- 
ployment of attorneys to solicit man- 
agers of Mansfield reformatory to pa- 
role Inmates.

Cincinnati, O.. Feb. 14.— Holding that 
the federal court had no Jurisdiction Iti 

the contests In Kentucky, Jud^e Taft 
refused to grant the application for 
Injunctions against the Kentuc l.y state 
board of elections and the Democratic 
contestants for tne bfflees other tlian 
governor and lieutenant governor. 

Judge Taft finished reading bis 
opinion at -:50 p. m., in which he de- 
nied tbe application for tbe injunction 
in both rases in the Kentucky suits. 
After citing the law showing that the 
federal court had no jurisdiction In 
such ca.^es, he reviewed the Goebel 
election law as the most infamous 
statute that ha^ ever come before the 
attention of a court and also denounc- 
ed in very vigorous terms the condi- 
tions that have existed in Kentucky 
and that are cited In the bill of facts. 
But he held thit it waa merely a mat- 
ter of law with t'.ie cnn;t, notwith- 
standing the outrages that are alleged 
In the undisputed statement of the 
facts of the poMtiotior.?. 

Demorratlp Legislators. 
Louisville. Ky., Feb. 14.— The seimto 

met without a (lunr-im and adjourned. 
In tlie house tlie senate resolution call- 
ing upon Governor Taylor to v.ithdraw 
the militia from tbe capital and sur- 
render the executive offices to Gover- 
nor Beckiiam was adopted after some 
debate, the leatnre of which was a 
speech by Representative Emmctt Orr 
taking exception to tbe clause of the 
resolution asserting that the shot 
which kiikd Governor Goebel was 
fired from th<^ execitlve building. 

Tayloi-'s Petition.

Salvation Army.

William, the 
Infant son of Commander and Consiil 
Booth-Tucker was publicly dedicated 
to God and the army. "The Salvation 
Army Outlook in the United States 
for the Twentieth Century" was the 
subject of an address by Commander 
Booth-Tucker. He said In part: "In 
the lafet 20 years thto number of persons 
attending our sessions in America who 
have knelt at the penitent bench has 
been 500,000, and, basing an c..;timata 
on these figures, tbe army will have a 
mllUb^ sodls to Ita eradit at tba end 
of the next 20 years."

the widely heralded suit against An- 
drew Carnegie and the Carnegie Steel 
company, praying for an equitable 
accounting ofthe ex-chairman's stock- 
holdings in tbe giant steel concern, cre- 
ated a sensation in financial and man- 
ufacturing circles here. The suit is re- 
garded as the most Important ever 
tiled In connection with the steel bus- 
iness, and it Is said that more money is 
It stake than In any legal pro.ccdingb 
tver brought in this country, in which 
ill the parties were simply citliena 

The steel manufacturers view the 
trouble as a bitter personal struggle 
for supremacy and are watching each 
move with intense interest. Tbe legal 
talent called into action by tbe suit 
is an array of the giants of the profes- 
sion In this state, with probable lu- 
minaries of national repute yet to be 
included. 

Attorney McCook of Frlck's counsel 
said that he confidently expected the 
suit to come to trial before midsum- 
mer, and probably much earlier.

At the 
meeting of tlic New I'^ngiand (Irapiilte 
Manufacturers' association yesolutioiis 
were passed to the effect that the man- 
ufacturei-s cannot accede to the de- 
mand of eiglit hoiirs' labor as a day's 
work, at $0 a day as wages. It Is un- 
derstood that the manufacturers would 
be willing to grant the eight hour day 
If wages remain nt their present rate. 
It is expected that the men will strike 
on March 1. 

Iliiije HIaKt FurnH<'P. 
Youngstown, 0., Feb. 14.— The larg- 
est blast furnace In the world was 
lighted when slack No. 1 of tbe Na- 
tional Steel Company was put In op- 
eration. The furnace is 106H feet 
high, 15 foot crucible, and 20 foot bosh. 
The capacity of the furnace is 600 tons 
every 24 hours, Two other furnaces 
of similar ^iaiensloi^s ai^ under con- 
Btruetloi) and will be completed In two 
or three months. The output of these 
furnaces will be used by the National 
Steel company. 

AiiieriOHn VVIipclinen. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 14.— The opening 
session of the annual assembly of the 
League of American wheelmen was 

held here. The assembly may last 
until Saturday unless there Is consid- 
erable liusiness of Importance to trans- 
act.

The despatches announcing the 
r.riUsh ■■retlrcmenf at Henslterg are 
not sjitisfuctory. "Our losses are not 
yet known," says one c jrr.'siion b ut. 
"There was hot lighting all day and at 
night the British retreated." This 
ncw:; is the more dcp-.r'. .^i n;.; to Lon- 
don, because only a few days ago it 
was believed General French wasabout 
to take Colerberg. it the Boers are 
able to defeat General Clements In a 
decisive en:;;;-,"nieiit. they may thrf ;u 
en Lord KuUrtis' base of supplies at 
be Aar Junction. 

This unexpected show of strength 
by the Boers at Colesberg has amazed 
tho<^e who wf TO predlctinr. -in easy 
marth for Lor<l Roberts through the 
Krcp Slate. It is believed that General 
Duller has withdrawn his whole force 
from Potgleter's drift and Springfield 
to ri.ievc'ey. and is exa<'tly Where he 
begun two months ago.
